Sparks From Fr. Mark 

We have seen much progress this past summer with the development of our 
prayer garden; the pathway sidewalk, arbor and pergola are all in place. I 
am hoping that everyone has had at least the chance to walk the path to 
see the beautiful space that is being created for conversations and prayer. 


The Stations of the Cross for the garden were ordered this week, however; 
the ones we ordered are made out of fiberglass with a patina bronze finish 
with a coating to protect them from the elements of being outdoors. They 
are a replica of the Stations of the Cross from the Church of San Zeno 
Maggiore in Verona, Italy. We were planning to order a cast bronze set, but 
they were pretty small in size 5” X 3”, however; the Stations we order we are 
12” X 12” in size. 



As we come together to 
celebrate the feast day of our 
parish, on September 8, the 
Nativity of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, we are asking everyone 
to bring some sort of rock, that 
is sizable enough to be 
incorporated into our grotto to 
Our Lady of the Black Hills. 

Deacon Walt Wilson, will be 
the one in charge of fashioning 
and forming the grotto for us, 
as a way to honor Our Lady of 
the Black Hills and the Christ 
child Jesus, who comes into 
our midst as Emmanuel - God 
Save Us. Thanks to Deacon 
Walt for saying “Yes”, and to 
Doug Wilson for providing 
most of the field stone that will 
be used for the grotto. 


This is a grotto we came across in Los Angeles, on a stopover on the way to 
Sydney, Australia. However; we are allowing the Spirit to move Deacon Walt 
in the creation of our grotto. 


We are also in the process for looking a Statue of Mary and the infant Jesus 
that we would like to include in the grotto. If you have any suggestions or 
are willing to make a donation to a Statue of Mary and the child Jesus that 
will grace our grotto, please give Jim Wranek, Rebeca Lyle or myself a call.

For the Ride Home

Scripture 

❖ For what great nation is there that has gods so 
close to it as the LORD, our God, is to us whenever 
we call upon him? (Deuteronomy 2:7) 

❖ LORD, who may abide in your tent? Who may dwell 
on your holy mountain? Whoever walks blamelessly 
and does justice; who thinks the truth in his heart 
and slanders not with his tongue. (Psalm 15:1-3) 

❖ Religion that is pure and undefiled before God and 
the Father is this: to care for orphans and widows 
in their affliction and to keep oneself unstained by 
the world. (James 127) 

❖ He responded, "Well did Isaiah prophesy about you 

hypocrites, as it is written: 'This people honors me 
with their lips, but their hearts are far from me; In 
vain do they worship me, teaching as doctrines 
human precepts.' You disregard God's 

commandment but cling to human tradition." 
(Mark 7:6-8)

❖ Do you agree with James about “pure ... religion?” 

❖ Why does Mark quote Isaiah? Explain in your 
words Mark’s meaning. 

It is impossible to pray to a personal God - that is, love a 
personal God - and remain indifferent to your suffering 
brethren. It is impossible. Anyone who prays without 
suffering for his suffering brothers is praying to a pole, a 
shadow, not to the living God. Because if you pray to the 
living God, you who are living, he, the Living One, sends 
you to your living brothers and sisters.
